The Eminent Statpsman Has a 
Very Narrow Escapei 


niS 
PHYSICIANS NOW 
HOPEFUL 


But AH of His Family and Friends 


Admit That tisc Bx-Secrctary's Oon- 
ditioii Is Extremely Critical—Mr«. 
Blaine^s Fortitude, 


WASHTNGTON, Dec. 19.—All day yes- 
terday the life of Jamos G, Blaine hung 
treniblini? m the balance. 
For more 
tlmu aa hour in the forenoon hope waa 
abandoned and the end was momentarily 
es^ected by 
physicians, family and 
fnends. 


The first crisis was reached between 10 
and 11 o'clock in the forenoon, when a 
sinking S]>e31 set in» from which the 
woFRt wiiá feared. 
Ilis family were 
called round the bedside and the physi- 
cians sent messenger atter mesí en^-fír to 
the nearest drug store with prescriptions 
requiiing hasty attention. 


The distinguished paliont lay nnscon- 
scious, and to all appearance (iyini?»imtil 
shortly before 1 o'clock p. m. when a 
plight rally set in. His pulse, which had' 
almost ceased to beat, became again per- 
ceptible, and partial coneciousness v/as 
restored. At 2 o^clock his ph3'siciaus, 
Drs. Johnston and Hyatt, considered 
him so much improved as to render 
their const ant presence at the bedside 
unnecessary. 
While there had been no 
marked improvement, and no change in 
his condition upon which hopes of ulti- 
mate recovery could be based, the im- 
mediate cnsis had pacified. 


From an intimate friend of the family 
it is learned that it was only when Mr. 
Blaine was suddenly seized with the 
sinkiníí spell which threatened for some 
mmutes to terminate in heart ñiiluro 
that his family fully realized how near 
he was to death. For a few seconds he 
seemed to be **in extremis," and the 
watchers bent anxiously over him. 
The 
emaciated face of the dying statesman 
was v/hite as marble, and ms features 
sadly di'awii. 
At. times he scarcely 
seemed to breathe, and at others gasped 
for breath. The physicians who had 
been hastily summoned were in the 
meantime not idle. 
They plied him 
with stimulative cordials, the trained 
nurses chafed his extremities, and it was 
only after working over the patient for 
upwards of thirty minutes and the appli- 
cation of every art known to the medical 
profession that Mr. Blaine slowly re- 
vived. But the battle with death found 
him extremely weak, weaker than at 
any time when suiFering a relapse. 
He 
was too weak even to whisper, and lay 
wath no sign of recognition in his half 
closed eyes. 


The family gathered around the bed- 
side were all in 
tears, except Mrs. 
Blaine. iShe maintained outward com- 
poi'ure throughout the trying scene, and 
calmly gave such directions to the at- 
tendants as were necessary. Her will 
)0wer, when 
in fact^ her heart was 
jrealdng, is descnbed as 
something 
pathetic and 
marvelous. 
Whatever 
might have been Mrs, Blaine's suspicion 
or knowledge of her husband's condition- 
through all of the intervening montlis 
of his illness she has given no outward 
sign that would indicate that she did 
not believe in his recovery. It has been 
her cheerfulness under most trying cir- 
cumstances that has soothed her hus- 
band's despondency. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21,—Mr. Blaine is 
slightly better, but not sufliciently im- 
proved to justify hopes of his ultimate 
recovery. For yi r . le has undergone a 
perpetual mental .-lOrain suflicient to 
weaken less sternly fibred men in a 
week, but wliile his splendid physique 
gave no outward sign of debility, the 
B3^stem, overworked and taxed to its ut- 
most, has gradually weakened until to- 
day it is doubtful whether Mr. Blaine 
will live to see Christmas day. A recur- 
rence of the alarming symptoms of bun- 
day last is what his physicians and the 
family most fear, as in his present weak- 
ened state he could not withstand the 
attack. 


The last bulletin from his bedside 
states that lio is resting eaiiily, wath no 
immechate danger of death.

Mr, Stump "S^it^ as an Impoi-tant Bill 


House. 


WAS^T^(1T • 
-ec, 21.—Mr. Stump, of 
Maryland, o}i':''V-iian of the house c* m- 
mlttee onimin i^ 'ation, introduced in the 
house yesterday a bill for the establish- 
ment of a foreign quarantine and sus- 
pension of immigration under certain 
conditions. It provides that after March 
1, 1898. no alien immigi'ant shall be per- 
mitted to land at any port in the United 
States who has not been quarantined at 
the port of departure for at least seven • 
days. Before embarkation the vessel is 
to " be thoroughly fumigated and in- 
spected. Two experienced surcreons are 
to be employed by vessels engaged in 
ti'ftnfporting immigrants and are re- 
quii*«d to make oath that the law has 
been complied with. In case the owners 
of any viiiisels mlfully violate the pro- 
Yisions no alien immigrant is to be per- 
mitted to land in this companj^from any 
vessel owned by the same country vnih- 
out special permission of the treasury 
department, and vessels bringing immi- 
grants who have not been quarantined 
as requh'ed are to be fined $5,000, and 
vessels so fined are to be detjuned until 
the fine is paid. The secretary of the 
treasury, with the approval of the presi- 
dent, is empowered, whenever in his 
judgment thè public safety shall require 
it, to restrict, prohibit, suspend or ex- 
clude all alien immigrants who may em- 
bark from ail}' dei-ignated foreign port.

A nautical journal published on the 
y^acific coast asserts that the Nicarauorua 
Canal, if completed, will never be used 
by sailing vessels, for a reason which ap- 
plies also to the Panama Canal. 
On 
either side of Central America, in the 
vicinity of the proposed entrances to the 
canal, is a region of perpetual calms and 
doldrums, and a sailing vessel would find 
It exceedingly difficult to get into the 
entrance on one side, and after being 
towed through would have equal diffi- 
culty in getting away from the coast in- 
to the region of trade winds on the other. 
A sailing vessel going to San Francisco 
irom New York or Liverpool would, it 
is declared, make a quicker 
passage 
around Cape Horn than by going through 
the canal. 
It is also said that but one 
«ailing vessel has ever passed through 
the Suez Canal, and that was lost in thp 
Bed Sea shortly afterward.

The Spontaneous Ignition of Coal. 


An excellent paper '*0n the Spontan- 
eous Ignition of Coal" was read by Pro- 
fessor Lewis before the British Associa- 
tion at their recent meeting at Cardiff. 
In this paper the Professor points out 
that tho common idea that spontaneous 
ignition is caused by the presence of iron 
pyrites in the coal cannot be true, be- 
cause in many manufactures pyrites are 
largely used, and although stored in 
heaps and undergoing continuous oxida- 
tion, he has been unable to trace a single 
case of heating, 
Spontaneous combus- 
tion may bo more truly tracea to the ab- 
sorptive power of newly-won coal for 
oxygen, an action which is accompanied 
by a great rise of temperature, and ia 
naturally hastened if the coal be stored 
on shipboard that a portion of it is near 
the funnel or boilers. 


Accidents from this cause are most 
numerous in ships which have to cross 
tropical seas, from the greatly increased 
temperature to which the coal is sub- 


TREATiTENT FOR HAUD WOOD li'LOORS. 


Many hard woods of superior color- 
and grain may be greatly improved by 
treatment. 
Tlie grainmg or marking of, 
the wood is always a beautiful feature,, 
and it can be greatly improved 
and. 
accentuated, 
if faint, by giving 
tho 
entire piece one coat of raw oil,and then 
with a camel's-hair brush going over the-, 
various lines and veinings several times. 
Each coat increases the color. 
A slight, 
coat of varnish will help to keep tho 
color; and the sticky look to which so- 
many people object can be removed by 
rubbing it well afterward with a flannel. 
dipped in raw oil, and polishing off with 
an old bit of dry, soft silk. 
Tho natural 
color of mahogany, when it is too light, 
may be deepened by applying a mixture ^ 
composed of one-half gallon of water, four • 
ounces of madder and two ounces of 
fustic. Boil and apply while hot. While 
it is wet, streak the grain with blank. 
This will give new mahogany quite tho 
coloring o£ old. 
Of course any varnish 
on a piece of wood to be treatel must 
first be sand-papered off. 
Ebony some- 
times becomes discolored and whitish;, 
tho natural color may be restored by 
sponging it off once or twice with a 
strong decoction of nut galls, to which a . 
quantity of iron filings or rust has been 
added, 
Tho color of oak is deepened by 
a solution of asphaltum in spirita of' 
turpentine. 
Varnish 
afterward 
with 
boiled oil.—New York Tribune.

size of a large oyster; when brown, turn 
and remove as soon as done; drain care- - 
fully and servo at once on a hot dish. 


Peach Gelatine—Press Jialf a can of 
peaches or apricots through a colander;« 
whip a pint of cream stiff; take quarter 
of a box of gelatine that has been soak- 
ing in two tablespoonfuls of .old water 
and stir it over boiling water until it is 
dissolved; strain it into tho puree of 
fruit; mix well and stand tne basin— 
which should be a tin one—on the ice or 
in the snow, and stir from the bottom 
and sides until it begins to set and 
thicken, then add half of the whipped 
cream, mix tliorojghly and set away in- 
a mold to harden.

LONG SHEETS DESIRABLE. 


A sheet should never be less than two"» 
and one-half yards long, as nothing is 
more annoying than a sheet which pulls ^ 
out at top or bottom.

seamless sheet grows thin in tho middle, 
tho thrifty housewife tears it apart and 
neatly and quickly hems tho raw edges, 
on her machine. 
Whether she sews thet 
selvage edges for tho middle seam also • 
by her machinó or oversews it by hand 
depends upon how deep in her nature i 
sank tho instructions of her 
youth.. 
•'Union sheeting" is a compromise both 
in'price and material, being half linen 
and half cotton thread. 
This is 
not. 
commonly sold, and is only woven in., 
standard widths for shooting and pillow-- 
cases.—Earpcr^a Bazar^ 


TOE ONLY WAY TO COOK STEAKS. 
The steak should bo purchased from a . 
good butcher. 
It should bo the sirloia-i 
cut, with tho bone removed. 
It should, 
be an inch or an inch and a quarter in 
thickness, and should 
weigh from a . 
pound and a half to two pouuds. 


Two or three hours before cookiu'j tho ^ 
fitcak mix a tablespoonful of olive oil 
with a tablespoonful of salt and a quar- - 
ter-teospoonful of pepper. 
Rub 
this 
mixture thoroughly over both sides of: 
the steak, and let it lie on a plate until 
time to cook it. 
Two objects are ob- 
tained by this process—the steak is thor-- 
oughly seasoned through, without waste 
of the juices, which are prevented from 
passing out by the oil; and the oil passei 
into the fiber of the meat, making it. 
tender and rich. 


Put the steak in a broiler and place: 
the broiler over a fire of bright coals, 
cook each side of the steak briskly for 
one minute, then sprinkle a little ashes 
over the fire to let the steak broil for ten 
or fifteen minutes. 


Finally, serve promptly on a hot plat- 
ter with water cress, but no butter, salt 
cr pepper on the steak. 
This is the way 
steaks are prepared by tho best coolcs.—-

•]! This viist city,said 
he, is one of the 
most 
ancient 
in 
Hindoostan,and is 
worth visitmg. 
We followed his advice and were well 
repaid. 
Upon approaching tho city tho 
view is wonderful. 
Tall white mina- 
rets, golden domes of mosques, temples 
and princely palaces rose before us, whilej 
at our feet the sacred Ganges rolled its 
mighty flood. This view which lay be- 
fore us has thrilled the soul of countless 
millions. 
What 
Jerusalem is to the} 
Christian and Mecca to the Mohammedan, 
Benares is to tho Hindoo—the holiest 
spot on earth. 
Many a pilgrim from 
the remotest province of India, measur- 
ing his weary way by prayer and penance' 
through months and years, upon behold-I 
ing those gleaming spires has 
been- 
thrilled with unspeakable joy. 
Paradise 
was before him. 
The Tl^anges was to 
him the river of eternal life.^ 


The city is one of the oldest in the 
world. 
Twenty-six 
centuries 
have 
passed since Rome was founded, but? 
before Romulus was heard of Benares 
was an ancient town; long before the 
shepherd boy of Bethlehem 
tended bis 
father's ilocks on the Judaean hills; 
be- 
fore Jerusalem became the city of the 
Lord pilgrims visited this ¡sacred shrine. 


In the'earliest Hindoo records^ it 
is 
spoken of as the great city. 
Kasi, sup- 
ported 
by Shiva upon its trident, to 
him its shrines are dedicated. 
Memphis, 
Babylon and Ninevah were its contem- 
poraries, but they have all disappeared, 
while Kasi remains the Hindoo's claim 
to attest the preserving power of 
this 
mighty god. 
Here Brahmans and Bud- 
dhists learned in philosophy held discus- 
sions as keen as ever were heard in Athe- 
nian groves. 
;

and wide sterns, slend^ tfiMt«, bamboo 
yards and sails of India matting. 
Stately 
etonc steps callcd'»ghats" led down to 
the banks of tho river, and thousands of 
tho natives, old and young, wore bathing 
in the stream. 
Bathing is a religious 
rite. 
To erect a 
»»ghat" by 
which 
worshipers can reach tho sacrod stream, 
is regarded as h meritorious act which 
tho gods will remember and reward. 
The crowd which wo approached was 
very large. 
Old men were scrubbing 
their hands and faces, cleansing their 
mouths and washing their beards; moth- 
ers were sousing their babies and scrub- 
bing them well with sacred mud. Others, 
laughing and chatting, were swimming 
about in tho water. 
Here youth, beauty 
and fashion alike make it n resort, and 
human nature manifests itself much tho 
same by the flowing Ganges as by the 
seaside at Newport or Bar Harbor. 


Wc passed the place where the bodies 
of tho dead are burned. 
After being 
cremated, or partly so, they are cast into 
the stream to bo borne out to the ocean, 
so the spirit of tho departed floats upon 
tho eternal tide until absorbed forever 
into tho self-existing Brahma (or more 
likely into the open mouth of some 
hungry crocodile). 


The view along the bank is most^ im- 
posing. Grand palaccs erected by princes 
and rajahs who wished to spend their 
last days near the sacred stream line tho 
shore. 
Further 
down, however, 
we 
passed the city and were in tho suburbs 
amid groves and gardens and native vil- 
lages. 
Around one point of land which 
wc turned 
the water was alive with 
crocodiles, which were basking in the 
sun or sporting in the stream. 
At other 
times as wc drifted along under 
the 
shady palms and inhaled the sweet per- 
fume of jasmines, honey-suckles 
and 
.magnolias, the scene was very beautiful, 
^ h i t e pagodas arose about the preen 
'foliage and grass-thatched huts lined tVe 
Ibanks. 


One of the most interesting things in 
¡Benares is the court of Biseswara or tho 
golden pagoda of the holy bull. 
The 
(gateway, once glittering ^ i t h precious 
tetones, is now despoiled of its riches, 
but the dome-like roof is surmounted by 
four tall minarets, and thereof, miuftrets 
iiud spires are overlaid with the 
purest 
pold.

Thus was this wonderful place twenty- 
Qve centuries ago, and so is it now true 
that the seminaries have vanished, its 
scholars gone, yet Romans, 
Hebrews, 
Greeks, Asyrians, Egyptians, with their 
religions, have disappeared as nations, 
but the Hindoo still exist, their religion 
remains, and Benares is now as it has 
been from the earliest ages, a 
city of 
temples. 


The first thing wc visited upon reach- 
ing Benares was the monkey pagoda, 
where Hunnooman is worshiped in the 
lorm of a monkey, because he bears an 
apish form. 
Monkeys are kindly cared 
for and the grand temple of Hunnooman 
is t h e i r favorite resort. 
On approaching 
the pagoda the animals were seen sitting 
upon tho walls and roof, hanging in 
Strings, chattering and screaming from 
the neighboring trees and grinning at us 
from dillerent nooks and corners. 
By 
tho gateway were old devotees, who 
have cocoanut shells in their hands in 
which they expect you to drop money, 
rice or something good to eat. 
These 
poor, half 
starved 
wretches 
esteem 
themselves to be very holy. 


Inside the temple was a court yard 
about lifty feet square,»containiug a 
pa- 
goda in the centre. 
There was nothing 
particularly attractive about it. 
Look- 
ing through tho door of the pagoda a 
hideous idol was seen, before which 
a 
lamp was burning. 
We took our time 
looking upon the architecture of 
tho 
place and then returned to the hotel. 


The culminating sight of Benares is 
the panorama of the city from the Ganges 
when the people are bathing. 
AVe made 
our arrangements the evening before, 
ftnd eariv in the morning, soon after 
sunrise, drove to the river, where a native 
boat, provided with easy chairs, awaited 
our coming. 
We floated slowly 
down 
with the current and had an excellent 
opportunity of beholding the city from 
the river. 
All about us were canoes and 
Bailing: vessels^ with Wgh, pointed, prows 


The Una Poorena is larger than 
the 
golden pajioda, less costly, but more im- 
posing. 
The idol which it contains is a 
female figure with four arms and is a 
favorite with the women. 


Another interesting edifice is the Ma- 
doo-raike-dharara, 
a 
Mohammedan 
mosque with two slender white minarets 
which rise 225 feet from the ground. Be- 
fore my cousin and myself started 
for 
Jubbulpore, via Allahabad, we climbed 
the winding stairs of one of these min- 
arets and looked out upon the 
most 
charming view in all India. 
Below us 
lay the city with its red tiled roofs and 
clusters of tufted palms. 
The court of 
Bisewara with its roof of burnished gold 
dazed our eyes with its brightness. Nearly 
directly below us the 
sacred Ganges 
rolled its way, while away to the north- 
east we caught the outline of the Hima- 
layas towering in unapproachable gran- 
deur. 
This, together with tho hum of 
thousands of voices, the tramping of feet 
and tho general hubbub of tho street, 
made up a scene which, to say the least, 
was truly oriental.

DUCKS FOU EGGS ONtiV. 


The demand for duck's egi;s in cities 
is comparatively small, and 
although 
Pekin ducke are the best of layers, they 
woidd give but very little prodt, if-anv 
at all, in the sale of their egt^s. 
How- 
ever, this limited demand lor duck's 
eggs may be on account of their scarcity. 
But few farmers keep ducks, and 
those 
who do hardly ever think of putting the 
eegs on the market. 
In many iaraiets' 
households it js preferable to keep tne 
dupk's eggs Ion.use, and olacc thoeo of 
poultry on the tilarket. 
Certainly 
there is no reason in the world way eggs 
laid by these \\ eb-footed creatures should 
not find as ready a sale as those of the 
other denizens of the poultry yard. 


It costs more to produce one of these 
eggs than an ordinary hen's ogg. 
They 
are a good deal lar^'er, and for this 
reason 
they should get a better price. 
But even wjth a better price it would not 
pay if the eggs were Jaid by the ordinary 
barnyard duck. 
It would pay just as 
long as the supply of eggs is kept; but 
this class of animals are noted for the 
fewness of their c-^gs. The Pekin ducks, 
ns we have said beford, are best lavers 
of any of the varieties of ducks, and if 
they 
are 
kept and 
fed c.ireiully 
un- 
doubtediy a prolit would be derived from 
tUe sale of eggs.—American FiUmer,

scab 
disease in their ñock of

need any description of its elfects, but 
for otheri«, we will say chat the inclina* 
tion to Oe constantly

be found where

wool comes off, 
from the centre of whica yellow matter 
is discharged. 
To cure it tije following 
remedies are used: 
Washing the sheep 
with soap and water, and then dipping 
in an infusion of ar:ienic, at the 
race of 
a half pound to twelve gallons of water. 
Others mix the common mercurial 
oint- 
ment with irom three to five 
times 
its 
weight of lard, 
and 
apply 
about two 
ounces to*each sheep, parting the wool, 
and rubbing it in at distances of 
about 
lour inches 
apart. 
Another remedy, 
and leás dan^^eious to htiudle, is to mix 
one pound of sulphur a id oue-ualf pound 
of tar, then rub 
this 
well into 
about 
two pounds ot lard, and 
apply in 
the 
pume way 
as the mercurial 
ointment. 
Oihers dip in a strong solution 
of 
to- 
bacco, well steeped. 
In this, which is 
perhaps, the most commojlj used in this 
country, as in the arsenic solution, care 
must be taken to keep tue shcep*s 
head 
out of the liquid. 


The time lor dipping is about one to 
three mouths after shearing, and 
the 
sheep should not bo over heated, 
or 
thirsty, should not stand in a hot sun, 
and the work should be lloished eurly 
enough so that they may dry olí well 
before night. 
They should be kept in 
it irom one to two minutes, and 
then 
the wool should be squeezed as dry as 
possible after they are taken out.

THE CAUB OF ROADS. 


Wisdom in construction gave France 
the best roads in the world a number of 
years aj:o. 
Complete orfi:Rnization and 
care has kept them so. 
The most perfect 
road uncared for soon wears otit; the 
poorer stone road well taken care of will 
soon have a smooth surface. Tho Fronch 
roads are never out of repair. 
Ono man 
takes care of a Ion:; stretch 
of road, 
often several miles, by doing here a lit- 
tle and there a little. 
The road is always 
in ideal 
condition. 
Tho 
gutters 
are 
trimmed, the grass plats along tho side 
are always neat and clean, and tho main 
ditches on the outside are free from all 
rubbish. 
The surface of the roadwav is 
kept dry by small open drains across the 
grass plats on each side. 
As the grassy 
borders are about three inches above the 
road, 
the sod is cut out about eight 
inches wide and tour inches deep, with 
a spade, and the drain neatly scraped 
out. 
The bottoms are not lined with 
stone, and very little work is neede l to 
make or keep these small drains. 
They 
are placed from fifty to eighty feet apart, 
and if the road slopes tney run diagon* 
ally down the slope, 


Tae roadman keeps the drains clear^ 
scrapes the mud oè the road 
in -wet 
weather, and sweeps the dust in dry. 
Cleans oiï the snow and breaks up tho 
ice on the surface of the road a n i in the 
drains, 
Pic.cs up loose stones, breaks 
them and piles them in regular heaps for 
use in repairinir, takes care of the trees 
along the road and keeps the mile posts 
in order. 


Tne roadmen live in the 
immediate 
vjcmity of the road and are expected to 
be constantly at work during the day. 
They have the following tools: 
Wheel- 
barrow, iron shovel, wooden shovel, pick, 
irou scraper, 
broom, 
raKe, 
crowbir, 
hammer and tape. This system of caring 
for roadn amounts to a constant, every- 
day patrol in search of the slightest evi- 
dence of imperfection. 
The 
result is 
that these imperfections are never ob- 
servable to the ordinary traveler. 
He is 
soon led to expect perfection and sees 
nothing else. 
One can walk along these 
roads after n rain 
without getting his 
shoes muddy. 
In the dry summer time 
there is no annoyance from dust. 
All 
this is the result of 
constant, diligent, 
far-reaching 
organization. 
Tne 
eco- 
nomical and prudent French people kuow 
that it pays to b'-iild go{»d roads, and that 
it pays still better to rake good care of 
sucii 
highways.—Farm, 
Field 
and 
Stockman.
